Predict New Rise 
In Lunch Prices 


At City Schools 


The Albany City Schools have 
been advised by the California 
State Department of Education 
that the federal funds, now held by 
the state department for reimburse- 
ment of student lunches, will be 
exhausted by the end of February. 
This means that the school cafe- 
terias throughout California will 
no longer receive federal subsidies 
of 9 cents per pupil plate lunch and 
2 cents per half pint of milk sold 
separately from the plate lunch, 
unless additional federal apportion- 
ments are made to California. It 
necessarily follows that since the 
school cafeterias are presently run- 
ning on a non-profit basis, an in- 
crease in costs or a readjustment 
of menus now provided, will be 
made necessary if these existing 
federal subsidies are to be discon- 
tinued, 


The program incorporating the 
federal subsidies for elementary 
and high school lunches was placed 
on a permanent basis by the Na- 
tional School Lunch Act of June, 
1946. This act provided that Con- 
gress should furnish sufficient 
money for the operation of the 
Program to all eligible schools. The 
State Department of California, 
accordingly requesting sufficient 
additional funds to complete the 
granting of subsidies for the cur- 
rent year.

Q. What educational benefits do I get under the GI Bill of Rights? 


A. If you serve honorably on active duty for a period of 90 days, 
one day of which is served between September 16, 1940, and the 
date of termination of the present war, or you are discharged 
because of an actual service-incurred injury or disability in- 
curred within that first 90-day period of service, you are, upon 
discharge, entitled to one year of education in the college, trade 
or business school of your choice for which you can qualify.
